Inlaid,  is  an  extremely  fine  and  rare  A.  L.  s.,  1  p.  folio,  from  the 
famous  Naturalist  to  President  Houston  of  Texas,  introducing  one  of  his

With  very  few  exceptions, 
the  plates  are  in  absolutely  unspotted  condition,  and  the  coloring  is  very 
brilliant.  The  first  and  last  plates  are  on  heavier  paper  than  the  re- 
mainder, which  has  served  to  prevent  the  curling  up  of  the  end  plates, 
a  blemish  which  so  frequently  occurs.
